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Isaac Abbot’s Tavern 
to Open Its Doors 


Andover Historical Society to Open Famous Inn for 
Its Annual Meeting and Invites Guests 


for Afternoon 


Among the early arrivals on New England's 
“rock-bound coast” and more locally in the 
Merrimack’s fair valleys came certain mem 
bers of the family of Abbot or Abbott—one 
or two t’s as the case may be. 

For these many years the name has meant 
much in the history of Andover. It seems 
fitting therefore for the Andover Historical 
society to prepare for an open day at Deacon 
Isaac Abbot’s Tavern at 70 Elm street, 
where on Monday, October 22, the members 
and guests will do honor to the names of 
Abbot and Locke. 

The fine old house will be open to the 
public during the afternoon, from 2.30 till 
4.30 and in the evening at the annual meeting 
of the society William A. Trow will present a 
paper summarizing the family history and 
genealogy and giving the story of the house, 
which probably was built about 1680. 

Many years later it served as a “house of 
general entertainment because of the extra- 
ordinary travel which is rendered necessary 
by means of the army before Boston.” In 
1795 Deacon Abbot's tavern became also the 
first post-office in Andover and “being near 
the old stage” road must have entertained 
many a weary traveller. The most dis- 
tinguished visitor was General Washington 
who breakfasted there on November 5, 1789 
as he was making his memorable tour of New 
England soon after having been inaugurated 
as President of the United States. The follow- 
ing extract from the biography of Judge 
Phillips gives the picture we wish to recall. 

“Thursday morning (November 5th), he 
drove early to Andover, and breakfasted at 
Deacon Isaac Abbot’s tavern . .. Here, as he 
stood in front of the house, some of our most 
aged citizens remember to have seen him. 
While tarrying here, he asked the little 
daughter of Deacon Abbot to mend his riding 
glove for him; and when she had done it, took 
her upon his knee and gave her a kiss, which 
so elated Miss Priscilla that she would not 
allow her face to be washed again for a week.”

and all its wealth of tradition and history and 
hospitality.

Bills Mailed Out 
by Tax Collector 


The local tax bills were sent out Monday, 
and the tax collector’s office has been busy 
the last few days receiving payment. The 
bills this year were considerably higher than 
last year because of the $5.30 rate increase 
with little or no reduction in valuation, 

Tax Collector Cheever urges prompt pay- 
ment for the following reasons, among others: 

1. Interest will be charged after November 
1; 2. 1935 bills will be sent out next year in 
June, payable half on July 1 and half, October 
1; 3. The town’s credit will be maintained at 
its present high level, insuring the lowest 
possible interest rate on future borrowings, 
thus keeping at a minimum appropriations 
for the payment of interest. A table showing 
the percentage of each year’s tax levy un- 
collected at the end of the year for the last 
five years follows: 


Dec. 31 Uncollected 
1929 17% 
1930 18% 
1931 21% 
1932 21% 
1933 23% 


This gradually increasing tax delinquency, 
while not to be wondered at, should be 
checked if possible, as it is one of the most 
important factors in the town’s obtaining 
money through the sale of tax anticipation

Former Selectman 


Removed by Death 


|Andrew McTernen, Fifteen Years Member of Board of 
Selectmen, Died Suddenly Yesterday Afternoon 
—In Town Service 35 Years 


Andrew MeTernen, 76, one of the best- 
known and most respected figures in the 
Town of Andover’s public life for nearly half 
a century, passed away suddenly yesterday 
afternoon at his home on Whittier street. 

The news of his passing came as a shock 
to the many local residents who had come to 
count him as a friend during his long period 
of public service. For fifteen years prior to his 
retirement last March, Mr. McTernen was a 
member of the Board of Selectmen and 
assessors. Before becoming a town father, he 
had served for thirteen years on the Board 
of Public Works, six years on the Board of 
Fire Engineers, and two years a member of 
the finance committee. He also served the 
town as a representative in the state legisla~ 
ture. He was superintendent of the Tyer 
Rubber company for 19 years. 

Mr. McTernen leaves, besides his widow, a 
brother, Charles, of Danvers; a sister, Mar- 
garet of Andover; a daughter, Alice McTern- 
en of Andover; a son, Dr. Malcolm B. Mc- 
Ternen, local dentist; a granddaughter, 
Frances McTernen; and a grandson, Mal- 
colm, Jr., sophomore member of the football 
squad at Harvard. 

Town Officials Grieved 


The late Mr. MeTernen’s associates on the 
Board of Selectmen were grieved last night to 
hear of the unexpected loss. Dr. J. J. Daly 
stated: “Mr. McTernen was friendly to 
everyone, and he was always upright in his 
dealings and steadfast in his beliefs. He was a 
very willing worker, always being zealous for 
the welfare of the town, It was a great 
pleasure to serve with him on the board of 
selectmen and assessors.” 

Chairman Frank H. Hardy of the Board 
of Selectmen issued the following statement 
this morning: ‘In the death of Andrew Mc 
Ternen, Andover loses one of its best citi- 
zens, a man who has devoted the years of his 
life to kindly and efficient service in private 
and public work. 

“His loss will be most keenly felt by those 
who have gained an intimate knowledge of 
his sterling qualities through close associa- 
tion with him. 

“Tt has been a privilege to know him and 
to work with him.”

neglect of owners of adjoining estates should | 


make complaint to the Selectmen. The in- 
festation of a residential neighborhood by 
the neglect of a few will not be tolerated. 

The eggs of the gypsy moth should be 
destroyed at once with creosote. They should 
never be scraped off the object on which they 
are laid. Careful search should be made for 
gypsy moth egg clusters, not only on trees, 
but also on house walls, stone walls, fences 


}and in rubbish heaps, etc. Trees in which 


cavities occur and which it is not desirable 
to cut should have the cavities tinned or 
cemented. This is important. The present 


|} and future cost of combating this insect can 


be greatly reduced by cutting and burning 
worthless brush, hollow trees, etc. A few 
trees well-cared for are more valuable to the 
property owner and the community than a 
large number of neglected trees. 

The nests of the brown tail moth should be 
cut from the trees, carefully collected and 
burned in a stove or furnace. 

Full instructions as to the best methods of 
work against the moths may be obtained 
from the Local Superintendent, Ralph T 
Berry, or from the State Forester, Room 519, 
State House, Boston, Mass.

EAR Mrs. Post: Is it important

Answer: ‘Toward it, because when 
picked up it comes more easily to 
hand, All details of table setting are 
important because lack of precision 
spoils the effect of perfection exactly 
as even a few errors mar the whole 
page of a letter.

My dear Mrs. Post: I had dinner 
the other night in the house of a host 
ess who placed napkins on the right 
side of the plate instead of on the 
left side. ‘This is the first time I have 
encountered the reversed practice, Is 
it a new Idea?

Answer: There is no rule 
whether the napkin is put left, right, 
or crossways above the plate, All 
these positions are permissible only 
in houses of limited service in which 
it is necessary that food be put at the 
places.
